N the Faſt Eve, Prince Robers, Mr, Haſtings 
and the Cayalicrs. came,agauſt Warwicke, 
bur at their aftivall Sr, Edw4rd Peto gave them a 
very ſcurvy entertainment, giving them five ſhots 
to congratulate their welcome, but they were ſo 
leafedtherewith,that, Mr, Haſtings ſwore Dam 
im, Sit Edward Peto was a Divill ot a Roundhead ; 
many waics they endeayoured to gaine the Caſtle 
preſſing to gaine the Bridge, but were bravely re- 
pulft by the well affe&ed party ot the\Towne,by 
the aſſiſtance of Sr, Edwardfrom|the Caſtle; who 
playd with his Ordnance upon them veric fherce- 
ly, doing great execution at every ſhot, But be-

Oventry ſtands faſt to the Parliament, be- 

ing ſtrongly fortiffed, and moſt of the In- 
havitants well affeted people, :and though he 
Cavaliers have endeavoured by} many. ſtra- 
ragems and plots to gain the Towne, yet.they 
have been valiantly repullt, :and .been forced to 
retreat with loſle, ; ':

and watches the Cayaliers in all their pracee- 


dings, thcir only aim. being to.gain the Citic by 
reaſonthat it is rich and well fortified, 
Severall tumults has been of late 'rajſed iathe 
Towne by ſevcrall:deboyſt telewes,3hatpre- 
tend themſelves torthe Kingy which being ſup- 
preſſed by the Shenifs, was turned , out. of the 
Gates, to ſeccke their lodgings ina Hay-cgck.

He Cavaliers had poſſeſſed themſclves: of 
Tamwor'h, doing many outrages on ſeverall 


perſons, which cauſed the rown to ſend privately 
to Adderſon, Non-Eaton, and ocher. adjoyning

which they did accordingly. For in the night they 
(tothe number of 4000, well armed) ſtole upoa 
the rowne ; at whoſe arrivall the Allarum being 
given,the towne roſe withrhem, ſeizing on ſach 
Armes as the -Cavaliers had lcit carcleily being 
drunke, and diſordered, by which meaaecs they 
redeemed the towne, took many ofthe Cavalicrs 
priſoners, killed qthers, to the great joy of the 
towne, and {orrow of the malignant party.

" | He Cavalicrs having bcene {0 bravclye- 
feated at Tamworth, made head again, aud 
weat up againſt Mcdingham, a licnle Towne but 
very populous, intending to: ſecure themiclyes, 
or at lcaſt to redeeme what they had loſt at Tam- 
worth, but their hopes proved cleanc contrary, 
forin ſtcad of getting what they expected, they 
loſt more then before, for the inhabitants of the 
Towne having notiſe of their behaviour at Tan- 
worth, and knowledg that they were driven irom 
thehee, putthemſclyes into-a poſture of defence, 
for fcare that they ſhould come againſt them, and 
as they cared ſo it happened: for had they nor 
prevented them by a timely fear , they had had 
caule to fear,and curſc their untimely neglect, 
The Cavaliers come confidemly upon the 
Towne, never dreaming of any danger , bur in- 
ſantly/ar their. arival at the entry of the Town, 
they-mer with ſuch a-welcome;that ſome of chem
